Comment:. 


a. The plant layout of the Petrovka Plant,, as shown by attached 
sketch, corresponds in its essential parts with previous in- 
formation, 

b. The report confirms that the kelsobalka nolling ..ill is 
rart of the Petrovka Plant, The rolling mill presumably is 
comprised of the buildings no 5 through 7 of the *.nnex, * In 
the comment of the last renort on the Petrovka Plant the as- 
sumption was advanced that the two nlants belong together. 

It now seems nossible that the two plants and the Jolotov 
Plant, located north of the road, form one plant, the large 
Petrovski iron plant, 

d. The arrow on the sketch, indicating the 1& km distance to 
the Lenin riant , seems to be a proof that some entries on 
the German military Geographical Town .lap of Jnepropetrovsk, 
issue 1941, were false. Contradicting the statements of various 
other sources, the Lenin Plant is entered on the .military Geo- 
graphical Town ..ap Go 10 on the site of the Jolotov Plant. 

From tli is, presumably a wrong entry, it was previously concluded 
that at least the .iolotov Plant was a reconstructed part of the 
former Lenin riant, 

d. Further information is required to obtain final clarification 
on this group of related plants in the west cart of Dnepropetrovsk.
